They express the resentments of Wilkes, aad are pre- 
cisely what might have naturally been excited by the communications 
of Wilkes to Horne. Soon after Horne’s return to Brentford, in Au- 
gust of the same year, appeared another letter of Junius’s, with the 
signature of “ Faithful Monitor,” relative mainly to the Townsends, 
iq which he says, “I have served under the one, and have been forty 
times promised to be served by the other.” Now Horne certainly, 
and with t zeal, supported Charles Towsend, while « member of 
Grenville’s Ministry, end was promised a court chaplainey by his 
brother. In the following year, Horne’s activily was conspicaous on 
several public oecasions, particularly in bringing to justice the murder- 
ers of Allen, killed by the military ina riot in St. George's Fields— 
again, in prosecuting MQuirk for murdering Clarke at the election at 
Hrentlor —and again, in the case of the Kennedys, for the murder of 
Bighy. On all these occasions, which excited considerable sensation 
at tbe time, Janius, under different signatures, addressed letters to the 
“ Public Advertiser,” written, all of them, in the very self-same spirit 
which animated Horne. ; , 
Jorne’s quarrel, about the same time, with Onslow, is all but deci- 
sive, Horne and Onslow had sparred at a public meeting of the Sur- 
rey freeholders, and very shortly after Horne published a letter, with 
the signatare of “ Surrey Freeholder,” charging Onsiow with an act 
of ministerial corruption, to which Onslow replied, and announced his 
intention of prosecuting the printer.

Resulting from Onslow’s prosecution was Junius’s well known letter 
to Lord Mansfield. Onslow got a verdict against Horne for 4001. On 
ihe 8th of November, 1770, a rule was obtained to show cause why 


this verdict should not be set aside, much against the good will of | 


Lord Mansfield; and the 26th of the same month was appointed for 
argument before the twelve judges. ‘‘ What was Horne to do? Bold- 
ly attack the Chief Justice—denounce him as a tyrant, unjust and par- 


tial in the exercise of bis official duties; render him odious to the peo- | 


ple, represent him in such a manner that his brother judges, for the 
preservation of their own characters, will refuse to support him.’’ Ac 
cordingly, on the 12th, four days after the application of a new trial, 
comes a philippic from Junius against Mansfield to the printer, with a 
private note, in which he says, ‘‘ we have got the rascal down, let us 
trangle him if it be possible.” The letter probably had its etfect— 
the decision of the court was reversed. A fresh perusal of the letter 
will show clearly the personal motives of the writer; and the private 
voles, with other letters by Junius on the same subject, under other 
signatures, will go far to identify Horne and Junius 
Beckford’s celebrated remonstrance and reply to the King, both 
known to be written by Horne, and Junius’s letters ou the same mat- 
ers, noder his own signature, and that of “ Modestus,” will furnish 
till farther marks.of identity.
